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Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-4 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record fails to disclose that the temple having a receiving space 
formed on a side thereof, a holding slot formed at an end of the receiving space, and a screw hole 
formed in the holding slog. In addition, the prior art of record does not disclose an adjustable 
handle disposed within the receiving space and being pivotally coupled to a side of the temple, 
the adjustable handle having a fixed portion formed at an end thereof and received in the holding 
slot of the temple, the fixed portion having a hole in correspondence with the screw hole of the 
temple so that the adjustable handle is secured to the temple by inserting a screw through the 
hole of the fixed portion and the screw hole of the temple. 

Warren discloses eyeglasses having an eyeglasses frame and having a microphone, a 
transmitter, a speaker, a receiver, and a power source connected together and mounted to the 
frame. In addition, Warren discloses that the cell phone receivers and transits wireless signals to 
the transmitter and receiver that are mounted on the eyeglasses frame. Moreover, Warren 
discloses that the eyeglasses frame has a transmitter and receiver that are situated in the temple 
of the frame. Warren also discloses a speaker that is mounted on the temple of the frame, where 
the speaker receives signals from the receiver and converts the signals into an audible sound. 
Warren, further teaches that the microphone transmits signals to the transmitter on the frame and 
that the microphone can be mounted on the temple. These microphones can be oriented toward 
the user's mouth when wearing the eyeglasses, and each positioned on a lower portion of one of 
the two loops forming the lends holder. In addition, this microphone can be attached to a 
telescopic extension arm that retracts into the lens holder or another part of the eyeglasses frame. 
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Warren additionally discloses that the power source can be provided by one or another number 
of batteries that screw into a receptacle in the frame. 

However, Warren in view of Chen and also the other prior art of record do not teach the 
claimed invention. 

Therefore, claims 1-4 are allowed.
